The copy of 
the election petition has been supplied to him was accompa 
plod by a copy of the affidavit which was not in accordance 
with rulc 94 - 1 of the conduct of Elections Rules , 1961, 
lasunuch as the affidavit referred to in the proviso to sub 
Sectton ( 1 ) of Section 83 was required to be sworn beforc 

Magistrate of the first class or a notary or a commissioner 
of oath - and it has to be in Form 25. The election petition 
was on the ground of corrupt practicos and the affidavit 
should have been as mentioned in rule 944 in Form 25 . 
The other objection raised was that the Registrar at Jabalpur 
had made an endorsement regarding presentation on the 
first page of the petition but no such endorsernent was there 
on the copy of petition supplied to the respondent.
